They had opposed sticcessfullythe late Sovereign of 
France, white alt Kurope was dependent oa his power. 
Bussian, Germany, Holland, Spain, Portugal, and 
Switzerland, were subverted, and Lord Wellington left 
fore time within the Tincsof Torres Vedras to sup- 
port the indepeadenee of Furope against that Sovereign, 
who had nearly subdued the world by thc insolence of 
his power. There was no compatison betweên events 
of former wars and the present. Those who had réad 
the nistory of the Duke of Marlborough, would. admit 
that the manner in which he kept together the confede- 
fate ary wa3 one of the greatest proofs of coasuni 
mate skill and strength of mind. Few commanders 
kad to hoast of the same success} he never fought a 
battle without gaining it, and there was in all his views 
maenanimity. Thé Duke gf Marlborough was, how- 
ever, opposed to Louis the XIVth, ala time when the 
officers of Frauce were not eminent: ‘he only French 
officer of great talent was Marshal Taurepse. EF ie 
situation of Lord Wellington was observed, it would 
appear that (ris noble and gallant officer had been. op- 
posed to Bonaparte inall the plenitude of his power, 
with armies under bis coötmand, not òf Frenchmcn 
only, but Lrufiums, Spaniards, Swiss, and from all parts 
of the worid. The House perhaps would reflect that 
it was only four years since England was the only in- 
cependant nation, Allthé other powers were under 
Îhe influence of France. With the exception of the 
Haes of Torres Vedras and Cadiz, defended by the 
Neble Dake,all was at the disposat of #he enemy.

hands; butit may be thus summed up 
without much waste of words t—Such a 
medley of contradictions, and, at the same 
time, such an individual consistency, were 
never united in the same character. A 
Royatlist, a Republican, andan Einperor— 
a Mahometaa-—a Catholicand a patron of 
the Synagogue—u Subaltern and a Sove 
reigu=—a Traitor and an Tyrant==a Chrise 
tian and a Infidel—he was, through all 
his vicissitudes, the same stern, im patient, 
infiexible, origimal—the same mysterious, 
inconsprebensibsle: self the man without 
u model and without ushadew imîitative of 
his obscure substance, His fall, like his 
life, ‘alt speculation. In short, his 
whole history was like á dream to the. 
world, and no man cax telì how or why ke 
was awakened frema the reverie. 
Sach is a faint and feeble picture of Na- 
poleen Bonaparte, the first (and, it is to 
be hoped, thelast) Emperor of the French. 
That he has done much evil, there is litéle 
doubt—that he has been the origin of 
much good, there is just as little. Through 
his means, intentional or not, Spain, Portu- 
gal and France, have arisen to the bless. 
ings of a Free Constitution; Supersti- - 
tion has found her grave in the rains ef the 
Inquisition } and the Feudal Systema, with 
its whole train of tyrannic satellites, has 
fled for ever. Kings may learn from him, 
that tbeir safest study, as well as their no» 
biest, is the interest of the pevple. The 
people ate taught by him, that there is no 
despotism so stupendous against whieh 
they. have not a resource ; and to those who 
would rise upon the ruins of both, heisa. 
living lesson that if ‘ambition éàa raise 
them from the lowest station, it can also 
prostrate them frou the highest!
